Fire Traps 


Swimmers 


By TED LIPPMAN 


The two tank cars of butane gas exploded on a rail- 
road trestle above a recreation area near Meldrim Sun- 
day afternoon, spreading a wave of flames over scores of 
picnickers, swimmers, and fishermen. 


At least 17 persons were killed 
in the inferno. The injured were 
being counted in the dozens. 


Flames from the exploding cars 
flashed into the swimming area 
of the Ogeechee River 25 feet be- 
low the wooden trestle, then surg- 
ed up and across the river into 
neighboring beach areas, woods 
and swamps. 


Many of the victims were burn- 
ed to death in the water, where 
they were trapped swimming or 
fishing or boating. They had vir- 
tually no warning. 


SOME TRIED TO FLEE

John L. McClellan (D-Ark) said. | 
“We may have to do mere work | — 
on it and let it go over until 
next year.” 


Sen. Sam J. Ervin Jr. (D-NC), 
one of 30 senators who joined Mc- 
Clellan in offering the bill, also 
said in a separate interview that 
he thinks ‘‘the climate is less fav- 
orable than last year.” 


The Senate defeated the bill 
41-40 last year in a bitter battle 
over several measures designed to 
overcome the effect of recent 
Supreme Court decisions. None of 
the legislation was passed. 


He said the proposals proved 
that Russia had no intention to 
make “‘unilateral solutions of the 
question of the rights of the West- 
ern powers in Berlin” either now 
|or after an agreed period in any 
\interim agreement. The Soviets 
have demanded that the Allies get 
out of Berlin in 18 months.

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Here’s How State 
Can Save Money 


Gov. Vandiver’s Commission on Econ- 
omy and Reorganization has drawn up 
an excellent blueprint to further im- 
plement the state’s venture into fiscal 
sanity. 

There is every reason to believe the 
recommendations on budgeting proce- 
dures, the only area of the report that 
has reached the final stage, will turn out 
to be the most significant ever made. 


That is due to the merit of the con- 
tents and the fact that at long last a 
governor, after calling for a thorough 
study, not only has recognized the need 
for the changes suggested but has made 
it clear that he will implement them. 


In other words, this is not just an- 
other set of findings to be relegated to 
a musty corner of a shelf or to be tucked 
away into the recesses of a safe. Gov. 
Vandiver has made it clear that these 
are to be activated. Georgia has an abun- 
dance of studies that past administra- 
tions, for reasons of political expediency, 
allowed to become enveloped in cobwebs. 


The real meat of the new report is 
in the insistence upon the employment 
of a staff of specialists to provide tech- 
nical assistance to the governor, the 
budget bureau and an expanded finance 
commission in preparation of budgets. 


It represents a step toward restoring 
the Legislature to its rightful role in 
fiscal matters in that the seldom-con- 
sulted finance commission, composed of 
legislators, will be enlarged and, accord- 
ing to Gov. Vandiver, taken into full 
partnership in drawing up a budget for 
the fiscal year 1960-61. 


In the past the Herculean task was 
a two-man job, that of the governor and 
the state auditor. In that connection, 
Gov. Vandiver in receiving the set of 
proposed changes hailed Auditor Thrash- 
er as “probably the finest state auditor 
in the nation.” We heartily concur. 


But as the governor quickly acknowl- 
edged, other responsibilities of the chief 
executive and the auditor are too great 
to allow them sufficient time to analyze 
spending proposals in detail. 


Other areas of study not yet com- 
pleted point toward recommendations of 
other money-saving measures, such as 
the state’s self-insurance of its proper- 
ties and means by which the state could 
derive income from its bank deposits. 


There will be considerable emphasis 
upon centralization of procedures in a 
variety of fields ranging from records 
management to building repair and 
maintenance services. 


Attention is being devoted to aboli- 
tion or consolidation of certain agencies 
and functions. 


A large number of .other areas of 
governmental procedures are up for 
analysis with a view to reorganization 
and economy. 


The commission is performing a val- 
uable service. Activation of its findings 
will enable the state, with its total ex- 
penditures approaching a half-billion 
dollars annually, to be operated on a 
businesslike basis rather than in the 
helter-skelter and wasteful manner of 
the immediate past. 


45-Year-Old Pistol Shot 
Is Reverberating Still 


Yesterday was the anniversary of a 
murder which, obscure though it was to 
most Americans, profoundly affected 
their lives. It is an effect which will con- 
tinue into the unforeseeable future. 


On June 28, 45 years ago, two pistol 
shots fired in the town of Sarajevo, capi- 
tal of Bosnia, killed Archduke Franz 
Ferdinand, heir to the throne of the 
Austro-Hungarian Empire, and his wife, 
the Duchess of Hohenberg. 


The assassin, Gavrilo Princip, a 
Serb, was one of seven assigned to that 
task. He succeeded where the others 
had failed. His aim was better. It is ‘a 
familiar story. Princip and his associates 
were seeking to obtain a union of the 
Serbs in the empire with those of the 
independent nation of Serbia which ad- 
joined Bosnia. 


Austro-Hungary sent an ultimatum 
to Serbia. 


Then it was that “the lights began to 
go out all over the world.” The first 
great war came on slowly, yet with a 
certain deadly certainty. Millions of 
men were to die and millions more were 
to be left crippled and maimed. 

The Austro-Hungarian Empire then 
was about finished. It was, a historian 
has said, “a broken pot held together by 
wire.” The great war broke that wire. 
The pot fell apart. Out of the ruins did 


brought communism to the Serbs. Then 
they escaped from Stalin’s time to re- 
main under Tito. And the end is not yet.

For Rise in Delinquency 


More young people get into trouble 
each year. In Fulton County the juve- 
nile case load has increased each year 
since 1954. 


The population of the area has in- 
creased, too, and that helps to account for 
the trend. 

Even so, if all the lip-service given 
the problem were translated into action 
the trend could be reversed.

W. W. Woolfolk, the county’s juve- 
nile court judge, has pinpointed the 
trouble. 

It is parents. 

Parents who work, parents who spend 
too much time away from home, parents 
who are not there at all, for one reason 
or another, parents who fuss, feud, fight 
and carouse. 

Judge Woolfolk said, “. .. children 
are like small plants .... pulled up and 
moved around until they become emo- 
tionally dwarfed... . 

He was talking about the children 
of transients. 

But there are “little plants” not 
pulled up, just untended, a nursery 
started and then. neglected by the over- 
privileged as well as the underprivileged. 

Perhaps if we had youth clubs work- 
ing as assiduously as we do have other 
clubs, the young might achieve more 
readily a full, wholesome and fruitful 
maturity.

Long’s Louisiana Antics 
Follow an Old Pattern 


Earl Long’s three-ring circus is now 
in full swing in Louisiana. It is a de- 
grading spectacle. 

The political ax is falling rapidly 
and the governor is exhibiting his old 
traits in a new and accelerated manner.

Gen. Taylor Joins Gavin 
In Protest on Policy 


Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, retiring 
chief of staff of the Army, is quitting 
because he feels “obsolescent.” 


He feels so because he has failed in 
his effort to modernize the Army. He 
believes it must be modernized because 
there is an atomic stalemate. If the 
Russians attack on land in Europe, with- 
out using nuclear weapons, we would be 
morally bound not to employ them. 
Therefore, Gen. Taylor, along with others, 
has urged that the Army and its weapons 
be modernized. 


The administration, through the De- 
fense Department, has refused. So Gen. 
Taylor, who almost certainly could have 
become chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, could not in conscience bring him- 
self to continue when he did not agree 
with what was being done. 


This reminds the nation, of course, 
of the loss of Gen. James Gavin who re- 
tired for similar reasons. He was regarded 
as one of the Army’s best minds and as 
one of the finest professional soldiers in 
the world. 

The average citizen can’t know who 


is right. But it will not be very come . 


forting if history proves Gens. Gavin 
and Taylor to be right in the form of 
a setback for a United States unprepared: 
for war. 
All we can do is say that the loss of 
these officers and others is disquieting. 
Any way we look at it, it isn’t good.

Georgian Asks Steelworkers, U.S. Steel 
To Avert Crippling Nationwide Strike 


Atlanta — May I have a few 
lines of Pulse of the Public to 
do a bit of daydreaming? 

When one is dreaming, he does 
not have to stick to actual sta- 
tistics. So let’s suppose for a min- 
ute that U.S. Steel sells two billion 
dollars’ worth of goods in the 
first six months of 1959 and makes, 
let’s suppose, two hundred mil- 
lion dollars. These are just some 
round figures for ease of cal- 
culation. 

Are the United Steelworkers 
willing to propose to U.S. Steel 
that if U.S. Steel will discount its 
sales price by 5 per cent (one- 
half of the net profit), they, the 
steelworkers, will withdraw all 
requests for increased wages? 

The steelworkers have the pow- 
er to push a bitter fight for higher 
wages and thereby rush us all, 
including the steelworkers, into 
the next round of inflation. 

Perhaps they have the ability, 
through cooperation in an effort 
to stop spiralling costs, to per- 
suade the steel industry to take 
a little less cushion against pos- 
sible rough going ahead. It would 
make for a healthier steel indus- 
try and a healthier climate for 
America’s economic life.

What About Subsidy 
In Other Fields? 


Atlanta — I was interested to 
read the other day that there 
are two counties in the State of 
California producing (under sub- 
sidy by the government in receiv- 
ing irrigation water at the ri- 
diculously low price of $5 per 
acre per season) nearly one-half 
million bales of cotton each. 

These are~-undoubtedly very 
large counties compared with 
some of our own here in Georgia, 
but nevertheless I often wonder 
how the cotton acreage controls 
made it possible for California 
to get such tremendous increases 
in acreages from year to year 
while our Southeastern farmers 
have been proportionately cut so 
drastically? 

From ‘my own experience in 
Clayton County, until this year 
it has been a struggle to even get 
an allowance of 50 per cent of 
our original cotton acreage that 
we had when the acreage allot- 
ment plan was instituted. The 
over-all Georgia figures will show 
a similar experience. 

There are 39 commodities in- 
cluded in the government stock- 
pile of surpluses. Isn't it rather 


peculiar that even though there 
is this stockpile some eight 
billion dollars’ worth of various 
strategic materials such as rub- 
ber, etc., practically nothing is 
ever said about it in the press 
of the country? 

On the other hand a similarly 
valued stockpile of farm products 
is held up to ridicule by the press 
and politicians throughout the 
country, with prices going lower 
and lower in Benson’s effort to 
eliminate the so-called marginal 
and submarginal family farm.

Two Roads for Dusty 


Five autumns ago the name Dusty Rhodes led to 
headlines. Now it’s just another agate-sized detour on 
the box score map of San Francisco baseball. The once 
famous pinch-hitter is feeling the pinch at the plate. 


After 14 trips to the batter’s station, Rhodes owns three hits, 
good for no home funs and only a .214 average. Dusty never knows 
if the next stop will be Phoenix and further Pacific Coast League 
service. 


It was not always so. 


After three appearances in the 1954 
World Series, the husky son of an Ala- 
bama farmer had harvested three hits, 
including his second homer and his 
fifth run batted in. 


James Lamar Rhodes became the 
hero of every red-blooded American 
TV fan that fall by personally stam- 
peding the Indians. Under his vigorous 
clubbing the Cleveland branch became 
a vanishing tribe, disappearing in four 
games. 


Rhodes collected 10 World Series 
records along with his scalps and 
the crisp green folding material 

Shey came wrapped in. Dusty’s 
fame and future were assured. 


Nearly every town where he had 
ever spent the ngiht adopted Rhodes 
as its favorite son. Some with more legitimate claims on his back- 
ground, like Rock Hill, S.C., and Montgomery, Ala., launched 
parades in his honor. 


Dusty toured the land as a good will ambassador for a beverage 
company. 


He gave the writers lively quotes on baseball subjects, spe- 
cializing in heart-felt testimonials to New York Giant manager Leo 
Durocher and Willie Mays, the catch-all center fielder. 


“That Leo, he’s smart,”’ Dusty said around Christmas 1954. 
‘Lot smarter than I am. You can tell that by the way he 
handled me last year. ‘When I need Dusty,’ he said, ‘I want 
him.’ I’m gonna make sure he can have him, any time he needs 
me to step up there and win him a ball game.” 


Of Mays, he said earnestly, “That Willie Mays is authentic. 
He is the greatest ballplayer I ever saw, and a fine person. You 
know, well adjusted and all that.” 


—From Series Hero to .059 Pinch-Hitter 


Dusty received a 50 per cent pay boost before the 1955 season 
opened. It was estimated that increased his salary to $15,000. 


Although appreciative of his extraordinary pinch-hitting § suc- 
cess, he said he wanted to play regularly. His ambition was to 
hit .400. 

On June 1, 


1955, 130. 


After murdering National League and Cleveland pitchers as 
a relief swinger the previous season, he had one hit in 16 pinch 
hit attempts, an average of .059. His overall mark of 7 for 54 
wasn’t much better: 


“I'm just lousy,” the ever frank Rhodes declared. “What else 
is there to say.” 


Never much of a hand with a glove, he dropped from the majors 
when his batting eye went on the blink. Dusty has returned to the 
big time occasionally, but never in the grand style of that glorious 
October. Who has? 


He’s still trying. And there are a lot of people pulling for him. 
Leo Durocher now spends his afternoons talking to the television 
mike instead of the umpires. But I'll bet he'd get a boot out of a 
notable Rhodes’ comeback. 


Se would the New Yorkers who sat in at the Polo Grounds 
when Dusty scalped the Indians. The San Francisco crowd 
wasn’t there. But they could read. They know a hot Rhodes 
bat could close the gap between third and first place in the 
standings. 


What does Dusty think about his chances? A telephone visitor 
caught the veteran Giant with a couple of minutes to spare just 
before a game the other night. 


—It's Where You Hit “Em That Counts 

“I'm hitting the ball as good as I ever have,” he began. I’m 
getting a lot of good wood on it. But I’m also hitting the ball right 
at the fielders. 

“You know you've got to have the luck in baseball. If the hits 
are falling, you're a hero. If they're not . . . well . . . you know.” 


The caller then asked Rhodes how the 1959 San Francisco Giants 
stack up with the 1954 New York variety. 


Rhodes was hitting 


“We've got a chance to win the pennant,” he answered. 
“Why? We are definitely a better defensive team than we were 
n ’54.” 

Rhodes named the defenders position by position, eventually 
getting to infielder Jim Davenport of Siluria, Ala. Siluria isn’t too 
far from Deatsville, Rhodes’ old home town. “That Davenport is 
the best third baseman I’ve ever seen—bar none,” he enthused. 

Who's the better sticker: Orlando Cepeda or Mays? “They're 
both fine hitters.”” Rhodes parried. ‘Willie has been in a slump. But 
he’s coming out of it.’’ 

Dusty says the fences aren’t the same at Seal Stadium and 
that 15 m.p.h. wind blowing into left is another important 
change, adding, ‘““‘When you catch a popup here you’ve done 
something.” 

How. about Durocher vs. Bill Rigney as managers? 


“They are different types,” Rhodes replied. ““But both can get 
the job done. Yeah, Rigney can crack the whip when he has to.’ 


His last words were these: ‘l’ ve got to go. Rigney’s having his 
pre-game meeting and they're calling me. 


Dusty Rhodes stood ready to do his best.

Georgia Likes 
Donkey Jobs 


“The most remarkable things are always happening to me,” 
said Georgia Simmons, one of America’s most durable and be- 
witching character actresses. “‘Every time I get to feeling like 
Ada in ‘Tobacco Road’—you know, ‘If I had a stylish dress to be 
buried in I'd lay right down here and die’—something perfectly 
remarkable happens.” 

Allowing for the fact that nearly everything in this world is 
fascinating to a woman like Georgia, I was forced to admit that 
she does have adventures. 


For instance, she is an ex-schoolteacher currently being seen 
in the movie “‘The Fiend Who Walked the West.”’ She played Ada in 
“Tobacco Road’’ in theaters all over the land. She was the witch 
in “The Rose Tattoo.’”” She was in the television play “Dark of 
Night,” recently did a three-weeks stint in ‘‘The Last Angry Man” 
and is giddily plotting to work her way around the world at the 
age of... . “‘Well, say I’m old,” suggested Georgia. ‘‘Old enough 
to be anybody’s grandma. But don’t put down any figures. Figures 
trap you.” 


In addition to these things Georgia has drunk gin for a living, 
taken pills, sweated, given herself dishpan hands, read to the blind, 
posed as a crazy woman for confession magazine art and served as 
baby-sitter, dog-sitter and African violet sitter. 


“I really prefer children,”’ she put in parenthetically. ‘But 
you can say this for violets—you don’t have to dry them every few 
minutes, just wet them once a day.” 

All of these curious pursuits are what Georgia calls her “‘donkey 
jobs.” 

“You know out West when they can’t get where they want to go 
by regular means, they get a donkey. If I can’t make a living 
acting, I get a donkey job.”’ 


The gin drinking job was a dilly. At intervals throughout the 
day Georgia consumed half a tumbler of gin—neat. A couple of 
hours later she had her stomach pumped out, all in the interest 
of science. 

“I’ve forgotten what they wanted to know,” she admitted. ‘‘But 
I learned that even with the gin syphoned out the intoxication lin- 
gered on. I was determined to remain a lady through the whole 
thing and keep in mind that I was simply doing a job. But some 
of the other members of the gin-drinking crew got rather more 
personal pleasure out of the assignment.” 


The sweating job was for the Army during the war and in- 
volved being bundled into a rubber suit. The dishpan hands stint 
was a soap powder company and posing for mean and crazy old 
ladies for the confession magazines is one of the donkeys that 
Georgia rides most regularly. 


“Some actresses won’t take these jobs,” she said cheerfully. 
‘They say they’re to dedicated to the theater. But I don’t think 
it’s dedicated to let the rent go unpaid.

Don’t Punish 


Loyal Stomach 


Once the stomach has received

The velvety 
tissue which lines the stomach has 
all the appearance of being soft 
and easily injured. Yet, unless the 
stomach is too badly abused, that 
powerful chemical leaves the lin- 
ing of the stomach unharmed. 
This is one of the many wonders 
of the body which have confound- 
ed medical men for centuries. 


After we have put a meal into 
our stomachs, we should be able 
to turn our thoughts to other pro- 
jects and let digestion take its 
course. But, unfortunately, that is 
not always the case. Deliberately 
giving the stomach too much to 
work on, or food hard to digest, 
will cause even this long-suffer- 
ing, hard-working organ to revolt.

This looks like the culinary 
scoop of the year, and it will 
be passed on here before it 
gets buried in a mass of irrele- 


vant detail. 


The dish is beer soup, and we 
are told that it combines the 
best features of both. It is a 
combination of beef stock and 
premium beer (not ale, for 
heavens sake) put on slow boil 
with assorted vegetables, salt 
and pepper. 


The recipe, in a general form, 
was passed on by Charlie Johns, 
a local chef, who got it from a 
New Orleans man. Charlie 
plans, after a round of care- 
fully controlled experiments, to 
introduce the stuff at his place 
next winter, when its heart- 
cheering warmth will be more 
~ ga iated. 


* Charlie, as everybody in the 
uptown area knows, is the own- 
er of a little hole-in-the-wall on 
Journal Way variously known 
as Charlie’s Place, Charlie’s 
Sandwich Bar—usually just 
plain Charlie’s. 


OPEN A YEAR 


Charlie opened the place 
about a year ago, after serving 
apprenticeship for 15 years in 
Vic’s, a now-defunct but once 
popular beer-drinking and eat- 
ing place on Broad street. 
Nearly all of Vic’s patrons 
have stayed faithful to Charlie, 
and why not? Charlie has the 
noble demeanor of a man who 
would inspire loyalty (he looks 
sort of like Lee J. Cobb with a 
hangover). And the man can 
cook. 


Charlie’s specialties are cold 
dishes—sandwiches, potato sal- 
ad, cold meat cuts and the like. 
Moreover, he can concoct just 
about anything within reason if 
given a little advance notice.

Charlie cackles loudly 
when he recalls having to help 
some pretty ritzy citizens out 
the door and into cabs after 
an overdose of giggle soup. He 
won't mention names, however, 
and that is why they like to 
come back. j 


POOL SHARK 
Charlie himself is a native of 


Savannah. Before entering the 
restaurant business, he was suc- 
cessively a traveling pool shark 
(“I made a fortune’) hopping 
from Tennessee to Alabama and 
Kentucky, a profesional boxer 
(light-heavyweight) and a steel- 
worker, until he broke his leg 
on the job. 


He boxed around in the Ten- 
nessee-Kentucky circuit during 
the late 1920’s under the man- 
agement of Tony Award. ‘Box- 
ing was no good in those days,” 
he recalls. “You'd go eight 
rounds and get 10 bucks.”

If 
he really had a bad temper in 
these days, Charlie has undoubt- 
edly mellowed. 


He had long given up the pool 
racket, because his wife wouldn’t 
stand for it. They later sepa- 
rated (“She left me ‘cause I 
wouldn't go home nights’’). 


Charlie’s hours at his own 
place are from 6 a.m. “until I 
can get the beer drinkers out.” 
He prides himself on the fact 
that “I can make any damn 
kind of salad,” including cole 
slaw with bananas. His best 
sellers are chef salad and baked 
ham, pastrami and salami sand- 
wiches, in that order. He esti- 
mates that his revenue is de- 
rived about evenly from food 
and beer.
